MOSCOW — Premier Khrush- 
chev has proclaimed “a new 
order” and new price and de- 
livery schedules for Soviet col- 
lective farms. The full scope of 
the change, however, probably 
will not be known until Saturday. 

The Soviet Communist party 
finally acknowledged Friday 
morning that its highest execu- 
tive body, the Central Committee, 
had been in session Tuesday and 


Wednesday. 

The agricultural reform was 
potentially sweeping but Friday 
morning’s announcement did not 
explain the details. 

The party decision said that the 
government’s collection of agri- 
cultural produce from collectives 
would no longer be “‘obligatory.” 
Rather, the government will 
“purchase” goods from the farms.

He said further smaller drillings 
reached a depth representing the 
late 1500s. 

Coild? Eklund said the coldest 
weather recorded at Wilkes Sta- 
tion was 57 edgrees below zero. 

“Actually that was not par- 
ticularly cold when compared to 
what we know as the South Pole,” 
Eklund said. “The mercury 
dropped to 102 degrees below zero 
at the Pole.” 

He said the observations his 
staff made indicated that the 
South Polar ice cap is receding, 
that more snow is disappearing 
than is accumulating. 

“This could mean,” Eklund 
said, “‘that in 12,000 years Atlanta 
would be one of the largest cities 
in the United States, thanks to 
its elevation. Cities along our 
coasts would probably be under 
250 feet of water.” 


RADIO OPERATORS 


Eklund said the only regular 
contract the 27 men at Wilkes 
Station had with the outside world 
was with ham radio operators. 
No mail ever reached Wilkes 
Station. He recalled that numer- 
ous contracts were made with 
Buck Joyner, an Atlanta ham. 

The U.S. Army saw to it that 
the station was well supplied with 
tasty foods. 

“Our cook was Dave Daniel, a 
Navy man from Midland, Tex.,”’ 
Eklund said. “His specialty was 
Southern fried chicken, and we 
loved it.” 

Eklund said such dishes as 
blueberry pancakes, pizza pie, 
and penguin eggs were served 
at his Antarctic station. He said 
there were 16 penguin rookeries 
nearby, and the men gathered 
fresh eggs by the dozens. Vitamin 
pills were served at every meal. 

Movies were shown almost 
every night and their hi fi set 
had a collection of several hun- 
dred records. Classical, rock ’n’ 
roll and Dixieland records were 
on hand. 


BROKE ENGAGEMENT 


“There was never a dull mo- 
ment,’”” Eklund recalled. “One 
of our men broke his engagement 
to one girl, through the medium 
of a ham operator, and proposed 
to another later on. That’s 
action.”’ 

Church services were held 
regularly, and some men at the 
station read from the Bible every 
day, Eklund said. 

One incident still brings a 
twinkle to the Atlanta scientist’s 
eyes. As summer came on (in 
the Anttarctic, summer begins late 
in December) the men at Wilkes 
Station held a reducing contest. 
Dave Daniel, the cook, lost 21 
pounds. Another lost 12 pounds 
and still another 9. Eklund won 
by losing 28 pounds.

“I want anyone who has made 
a tax payment to check on it, and 
if they haven’t been given proper 
credit, let me know, and I’ll check 


on it. What I’m not wanting to do 
is run into a mass of false 
claims.” 


The new sales tax director, 
Horace M. Sewell, conceded that 
the case of the Atlanta wholesale 
firm, Daffodil Food Products Inc., 
had been handled in an “‘irregu- 
lar’? manner. 

But Williams stated: “I wouldn’t 
say it was irregular. It was not 
regular.” 


Maurice Draluck; manager of 
the wholesale company, told the 
Constitution that he had deliv- 
ered $2,520 in cash on March 11, 
1957, to Ray’s office. He said he 
was following instructions of W. 
W. Coleman, former tax consul- 
tant who was also fired by Wil- 
liams last month in connection 
with the irregularities. 


Draluck said Coleman told him 
the payment would result in a 
closing out of the claim and in 
Daffodil’s getting a new sales 
‘tax number. Records show that 
Daffodil did get a new number 
on March 11, 1957, and that his 
old file was marked: “business 


closed...unknown...per Mr. Cole-} 
man.”’ 
Williams said Thursday that the 


issuance of a new number did 
not mean the old claim was 
dropped. In fact, he said, the 
$28,000 assessment was still in 
the files. 


It is not customary to issue 
new numbers to the same firm, 
but it sometimes is done, Wil- 
liams continued. 


Sewell said the notation about 
“business closed’’ was probably 
the error of a clerk. 


Asked why no fi-fa had been 
issued against the company after 
more than a year, Williams re- 
plied that the firm was being 
given time to establish cause for 
a reduction. 


$28,000 EXCESSIVE 


The commissioner said that at 
a hearing before Ray, it had been 
established that the $28,000 assess- 
ment was “highly excessive” be- 
cause the firm apparently had 
been charged for some wholesale 
sales which are not taxable. 

Williams said he knew of at 
least one four-year-old case in 
which no fi-fas had been issued. 

Williams said he had ordered a 
further audit of the Daffodil and 
that he intended to report this 
and other sales tax cases to the 


solicitor general and the attorney: 
general, 


Att. Gen.’ Eugene Cook said he 
had tried to reach Williams about 
the Atlanta case Thursday morn- 
ing but had not been able to con- 
tact him. Cook said he would in- 
vestigate as soon as he could get 
copies of the tax records. 

RAY’S STATEMENT 

In a statement issued Thursday 
morning, Ray declared: 

“Mr. Maurice Draluck appeared 
at the hearing held in my office. 
Since the hearing, I have not seen 
Mr. Draluck. Neither has he or 
anyone else made any payment on 
this assessment to me or given 
any money to my secretary for 
me. 

“It is an apparent attempt on 
his part to evade payment of his 
just taxes by accusation. The orig- 
inal audit appeared excessive. 
However, when the -proper figure 
is arvived at, he should be re- 
quirec to pay it, since it has not 
been paid before.” 

Ray. added that he knew noth- 
ing about the new sales tax num- 
ber given the firm. Williams said 
the taxpayer had applied for the 
new number, but Draluck con- 
tended that to the “best of my 
| knowledge” he had not applied for 
one.

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Let Courts Move 
On Tax Charges! 


In view of the contradictions from 
Revenue Commissioner Williams’ office 
concerning charges that sales tax bills 
have been settled for cash without re- 
ceipts, the matter certainly addresses it- 
self to the attorney general’s office and 
to Sol. Gen. Paul Webb and the Fulton 
County Grand Jury. 

The most recent charge, substantiated 
by an affidavit, is brought by an Atlanta 
businessman who says he settled a $28,- 
000 sales tax bill for $2,520 without a 
receipt. This parallels two previous dis- 
closures in The Constitution, which Mr. 
Williams praised the paper for exposing 
and for which he fired Joe Ray, head of 
the state sales tax unit, and W. W. Cole- 
man, sales tax consultant. 

In Mr. Williams’ statements yester- 
day, in which he said the case had not 
been closed, he did not explain why the 
Atlanta firm, Daffodil Food Products Co., 
had been issued a new sales tax number 
@t the time the alleged payment was 
supposed to have been made. 

It is equally strange that a notation 
on the tax records also carried a hand- 
written notation on the same date, March 
11, 1957, to wit: “Business closed—un- 
known—per Mr. Coleman.” 

All of this allegedly happened back 
in March, 1957. And yet yesterday Mr. 
Williams said he is directing the sales 
tax unit to complete the audit. Why all 
the delay? 

Mr. Williams also said that if such 
payment had been made it would indicate 
bribery. What about the two. similar 
cases for which Mr. Williams fired 
Messrs. Ray and Coleman? At that time 
he admitted irregularities and said the 
evidence was available to the courts. 

Settlement of tax cases through nego- 
tiation is not new nor is it necessarily 
bad. But when payment is demanded in 
cash and no receipt is given—while those 
who pay do so in honest belief that it is 
for settlement of a claim—the possibili- 
ties thus presented are appalling indeed! 
The opportunity to settle claims for small 
amounts of cash would tempt any firm. 

By all means, these matters are for 
the courts and for Atty. Gen. Eugene 
Cook. And any firm or individual who 
has had similar experiences should not 
be frightened by threats of bribery prose- 
cution in reporting them. The intent of 
such threats is quite obvious. 

Georgians must be sick and tired of 
all these exposures which indicate a cli- 
mate of government which is shocking 
and disgusting. And if the courts will not 
protect them, who will?

Meeting in Moscow 
Gives West the Jitters 


The meeting in Moscow of the Soviet 
Communist Party Central Committee has 
given Western diplomats a first-class case 
of jitters. And certainly from these meet- 
ings in the post-Stalin era have come 
policy decisions affecting the entire 
world. 

Feared now is that Moscow is about 
to return to the rigid Stalinist pattern. 
Execution of ex-Premier Nagy and ru- 
mors of a blood purge have killed hopes 
for a summit meeting. Russia has termi- 
nated negotiations for cultural exchanges 
with Britain. The Soviets issue threaten- 
ing noises about U.S. interference in 
Lebanon. 

Out of it all seems to come a threat 
of renewal of all-out cold war against 
the West and stepped-up offensives on 
the economic and political front. 


Recent rumors from Russia indicate 
Khrushchev himself may be fighting for 
survival. His policies apparently are 
under fire from powerful elements within 
the Communist Party. His failure to 
achieve a summit meeting was a gift to 
the Stalinists. 

As for the West and U.S. leadership 
of the free nations, greater tests are 
ahead. To meet them will require greater 
unity, economic, political and military, 
than has been the case in the recent past. 
Any chink in our protective armor in any 
field is a vacuum into which the Com- 
munists will move. 

The most immediate test is in Leba- 
non, gateway to the Middle East. It 
must not be lost. But there will be 
others—plans for which are now being 
made in the Kremlin meeting.

Baxley Affair Contains 


Lesson for Entire State 


The State Highway Dept. has called 
on the City of Baxley and Appling Coun- 
ty for. almost $200,000 in repayments on 
contracts, unauthorized maintenance work 
and for convict labor.

But citizens who exposed the situa- 
tion deserve the sincere gratitude of the 
entire state. The pattern of laxity in 
handling state-aid contracts to cities and 
counties is something everyone should 
know. So is the incredibly lax attitude of 
officials in handling state funds. 


Revealed, too, are fundamental weak- 
nesses in accounting and other operations 
of the department. How, for instance, can 
a municipality be paid for work unless 
covered by written contract and adequate 
inspection to insure the work’s being 
done? How can contracts be disregarded 
at will? 

What has been revealed at Baxley 
certainly should prove that a_ better 
method must be found for building city 
and county roads if Georgians are to get 
the highways for which they pay. 

Meanwhile, citizens also await with 
considerable concern the outlook for le- 
gal moves to bring to account those re- 
sponsible for the Baxley mess.

Once again a bolt of lightning has struck Eastern Europe to 
shatter the night and cast a lurid light on the whole horror, savagery 
and perfidy of the Communist regimes that hold it in bondage. 


This time it is the announce- 
ment of the secret “‘trial’’ and 
execution of former Premier 
Imre Nagy, former Defense -Ain- 
ister Maleter and two of their 
journalistic supporters—the men 
who led the anti-Soviet revolution 
in Hungary in 1956 and were then, 
like the revolution itself, betrayed 
into the hands of their murderers. 

Their brutal slaughter, which 
overshadows the fate of five otner

A political writer need not 
adopt the Ivied-hall view of a 
professor of political science to 
suggest some odd disproportion 
in all this. 

The most important and adultly 
controversial domestic act of the 
Eisenhower administration — its 
refusal to panic in the face of 
the recession—is not being de- 
bated. 

The great weakness of that ad- 
ministration—its confused, half- 
truculent, half-appeasing foreign 
policy—evokes little constructive 
alarm and less constructive de- 
fense.

In his business 
he thinks on a grand, worldwide 
scale. Our shrinking world ac- 
tually makes his job possible. 

If travel and communications 
are making the world seem 
smaller, then I’m sure we are

going to need to adjust our think- 
ing for a new kind of world. 
There was a day when it was 
simpler to travel by sea from 
Charleston to England than to 
travel overland from Charleston 
to Boston. Them, it was .more ~ 
natural for Southerners to think 
in English terms than in Colonial 
terms. But that day has long 
since passed. 

Now we don’t think like 
Southerners or Northerners 
or Americans; we think like 
members of a world commu- 
nity. There was a day when our 
joys and our sorrows, our peace 
and our prosperity were local 
things. That day is gone. Now 
the stability of the American 
dollar influences the economy of 
the world. Now war in the Near 
East mightily affects the lives of 
most of the world’s children. 

A century ago Frances E. Wil- 
lard suggested an essential qual- 
ity of the new mind for the new 
world: “I cannot help believing 
that the world will be a better 
and a happier place when people 
are praised more and blamed 
less; when we utter in their hear- 
ing the good we think and also 
gently intimate the criticisms 
we hope may be of service. For 
the world grows smaller every 
day. It will be but a family cir- 
cle after a while.” 


Reds Aim Economic Army 
At Underdeveloped Areas 


There’s a growing feeling in the capitals of the free world that 
while the United States is gazing skyward at missile trails, the Rus- 
sians are about to steal our economic pants. 


This feeling was reflected in the 
statement of British Prime Min- 
ister Macmillan, closing a three- 
day visit here, that while he 
thinks the West is well prepared 
to meet any military threat: “I 
wonder if we are equally well 
equipped and orvanized to meet 
the challenge of Soviet propa- 
ganda, subversion and economic 
penetration now gaining volume 
and momentum.” 


This feeling probably played its 
part, too, in the surprisingly large 
margin by which the House ap- 
proved a five-year extension of 
the reciprocal trade program. 


Isolationists fighting the recip- 
rocal trade law would like to have 
the United States levy prohibitive 
import taxes on foreign-made 
products which compete with 
American industry. They forget 
that if this country wants to sell 
to others it must also let them sell 
to us. And they apparently have 
not yet awakened to the fact that 
the war with communism increas- 
ingl” is being fought with eco 
nomic, rather than military, 


weapons. 


Percentagewise, the 
Union is expanding its. national 


en, offering oil-drilling equipment 
to Brazil, a steel mill for India, 
buses for Afghanistan, sewing 
machines for Indonesia, a sports 
arena for Burma. They buy as 
well as sell; they’re moving into 
Latin America, now suffering 
from the slow-down in American 
purchases, and taking out Uru- 
guay’s wool, Chile’s copper, 
Argentina’s beef. They offer aid 
and loans to the impoverished 
countries where democracy has 
no strong roots. 

For the Russians, it’s all part 
of a calculated campaign to de- 
feat democracy and make com- 
munism triumphant over the 
earth. 

The United States has poured 
out foreign aid far more gener- 
ously than Russia—some 60 bil- 
lion dollars in the last 12 years. 
But most of this has gone to our 
military allies in Europe. Russia, 
on the other hand, is concentrat- 
ing its help in the poor, under- 
developed countries of the Middle 
East, Asia and Africa where com- 
munism stands to gain millions 
of converts with a relatively small

A Big League Step 


Richard W. King, young man of vision — and 
notable success, wasn’t the first to see Atlanta’s future 
as a “big league” town. He in all likelihood will be- 
come the first to start it in that direction. 

Scheduled for completion in 1959 is the first evidence of the 
big league look in Georgia. For King, president of newly formed 
Atlanta International Raceway, Inc., has signalled major league 
racing to head this way. And that may 
be just the start. 

It was suggested this might be 
the dream of an investor, rather than 
a sportsman. 

“Dream?” was the reply. “I don’t 
think it’s a dream anymore. It’s a 
reality. So real in fact that you can 
feel the land and watch the surveyors 
working and plans being made. It’s 
no dream, though it will be the answer 
to one.” 

Perhaps it started as one. Garland 
Bagley, a businessman and bug about 
racing, approached King with the idea 
of a modern track to surpass the 
Indianapolis Speedway in design and 
open the way to a program of major 
racing events for Atlanta. 

King, at the time totally un- 

familiar with the sport, was quick

te realize the possibilities. Here foresight showed the need for 


more than just a race track. Why not a stadium so designed 
that it could serve other purposes? Why not facilities that 
aren't available elsewhere in the Atlanta area? 

“That’s what we've planned,”’ the 39-year-old South Carolina 
native continued. “Imagine a 50,000-seat stadium here, all seats 
covered, that can accommodate racing, football, horse shows, 
circuses, almost any conceivable outdoor show.”’ 

That's all part of the plan that was born by the enthusiasm 
of a race fan and nurtured in the foresight of a businessman. 


—First Move Into Professional Big Time? 


Right now it’s the first hope that Atlanta can take its place 
with the rest of the country’s major cities in professional sports. 
It may be an important first step toward professional football. It’s 
definitely a move that challenges the world’s biggest races. 

The one-and-a-half-mile asphalt track will be the only one of 
its kind in the world. Its high banks will be capable of holding 
speeds up to 200 miles per hour. Indianapolis’ famed Speedway, 
site of the 500, was originally constructed to allow safe speed of 
87 m.p.h. That average has long ago been passed and cars now 
must average 135 m.p.h. to stand a chance. 

Darlington, site of the Southern 500—stock car version of 
the Indianapolis race—each September, now must look to the 
threat of competition. That, too, was a dream track hewn 
from the peanut and tobacco fields of South Carolina and made 
that state’s biggest attraction. 

There nearly 100,000 camp on the roadsides, pitch tents or car 
seats in the damp furrows or similar fields just waiting for five 
hours of racing. At Indianapolis twice that number flock with their 
beer and picnics, their scaffolds and trailers, for the world’s fastest 
race. 

Atlanta, then, would seem to be the promoters’ dream. Ft has 
always been a racing hotbed from the time the newest designs of 
1910 operated over the two-mile stretch at old Candler Speedway 
where the Muincipal Airport now stands.

CHARLESTON—Seehe months ago a far-traveling friend sent 
me a dictionary of Charlestonese, “whieh fi oitied bore by ta 
oes and Courier columnist, ‘“‘Lord’’ Ashley Cooper, and pub- 
lished by the newspaper for the benefit of a Christmas charity 


Judging by the requests I had for my copy of that dictionary 
a lot of Georgians are interested in the language as it is spoken 
in Charleston. In fact, I suppose it’s safe to say that most Ameri- 
cans are simply interested in the language. I see by the papers 
that the television program, “‘The Last Word” gets about 6,006 
pieces of fan mail a week, including an inquiry from President 
Eisenhower's press secretary, James Hagerty, about the word 
“finalize.” (Seems the President was chided for his use of the 
word in his State of the Union address and he honestly wanted 
to know what was wrong with it. I wish I had heard the answer 
to that one.) 


Since I was in the neighborhood I thought I might call on 
Lord Ashley Cooper and maybe become further enlightened about 
the language as it is spoken here. ‘A sight-seeing bus driver yes- 
terday gave me a new word to chew on when he urged his pas- 
sengers to stay together and not go “cutting” off.) But as it 
turns out Charleston’s mythical peer who apparently gets his name 
from the two rivers bounding the city is touring Russia, garnering 
experiences that may not increase my understanding of Charleston 
but will certainly come in handy in case Senator Herman Tal- 
madge decides to invite me to go to Russia with him. 

For instance, His Lordship writes that he and his wife found 
themselves followed wherever they went by a dark, bearded man 
of mysterious mien. Being a Charleston newspaperman and not a 
character in a whodunit, Lord Ashley simply approached the 
sinister stranger in the winter palace at Leningrad and introduced 
himself. The cloak-and-dagger-looking character turned out to be 

. . a Chicago newspaperman. 


But there’s something else to the Coopers’ Russian journey 
which is interesting and mystifying. They had a difficult and 
complicated time getting to see the Kazansky, a beautiful 19th 
century church the Communists have turned into an antireligious 
museum. 


First, they were told that a visit would be “impossible.”” Then 
after insisting that they would take their money and go home if 
the Russians were going to make museums “‘off-base for tourists,” 
they were given an hour when they might see it. They went and 
the museum was closed. Then they were told it was being used 
to make a film and finally, after they insisted rather heatedly, 
they were admitted to find the place “jammed with Russian 
sight-seers and there wasn’t a movie camera in sight.” 

And what is this mysterious antireligious exhibit? They started 
out with medieval works of art showing that before Christ’s time 
The Cross was a religious symbol, that baptism was prevalent and 
that a series of three—our Trinity—was not unusual. 

They came down to lurid displays of pictures of fanatic priests 
burning women at the stake and of modern paintings of beggars 
on church steps while the priests, as Lord Ashley put it, “live 
it up.” | 

One of the guides, a proud-atheist, was unable to explain the 
exhibits to the visitors and enlisted the aid of a cathedral guide 
who “wore her hair skinned back into a bun, and had the thin 
face and set features of the martyrs she was showing us tied to 
the stake.” 


When the tour was over the Charleston newspaperman tried to 
sum it up thus: “I gather, then, that this display of religious art 
is deliberately designed to show the Russian people first, that 
Christianity was imitative; second, that it has been cruel, selfish- 
ly rich and ridiculous, and third, that K was a silly supersti- 
tion of their ancestors. Right?” 


The guides conferred and finally the one who spoke English 
carefully relayed the answer that it is ‘“‘a phase of history that 
should not be denied the people, or kept secret from them.” 

The question is why do they work so hard at keeping it from 
travelers from abroad? Could it be that they think atheism, like the 
very best butter, is too good for Americans. I hope Senator Tal- 
madge and his Atlanta party will look into the matter.

What will people think? 

Two Chicago pediatricians, 
Doctors Alfred S. and Howard 
S. Trainman, in their general 
practice watched 2,650 babies 
from birth on, some until the 
age of 17. Their conclusions, 
published in the Journal of 
Pediatrics, should have the par- 
ent of any small, contented 
tnumb sucker leaping with joy 
and relief, for the doctors say, 
and with great force: 

1. The problem of thumb 
sucking has been overempha- 
sized and parents have become 
unduly alarmed. 


HABIT IS HARMLESS 


2. Parents should be informed 
and reassured about the rela- 
tive harmlessness of this habit. 


3. Anxious parents should not 
be told Willy will stop sucking 
by the age of 1 or 2. The av- 
erage age a child stops by him- 
self, the Trainmans found, is 
3.8 years. In the Trainman 
studies, only 3.9 per cent of 
the suckers stopped by the age 
of 1, and 80.8 per cent per- 
sisted at 2. Some stopped as late 
at 12 or 15. 


While many studies have been 
made of thumb sucking, the 
Trainman study covers far and 
away the largest group. Many 
of the findings will be consid- 
ered revolutionary, for 
Trainmans found: 

No statistical relation between 
psychological problems and 
thumb sucking. 

NOT CAUSE OF COLIC 

No relationship between colic 
and thumb sucking. 

No reason to believe a child 
sucks his thumb because of
